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1. Bulgaria has become the main base for the Eastern Blog on the Balkan Peninsula, 
Meny Soviet military depots were established in Bulgaria before Bulgaria signed 
the Peace Treaty of World War II with the USSR, These depote could serve the 
Bulgarien Army or be used by Soviet troops in case of a war, or both.
